Too Much Heat for Venison 
is General V erdict. 


Deer Plentiful Enough; Good 
Sport When Cooler. 


Strict Law Enforcement Rule 


Hundreds of licensed hunters who 
could not get out up the Coast among 
the deer for the opening drive of 
this last week-end in search of more 
meat cf the kind that raises itself, 
joined yesterday with the other 
“stay-at-homes"” who shied at the 
heat in mutual congretulations that 
there will be just so many more 
bucks for the later comers. 


Reports from the heights indicate 
many who went forth to hunt found 
a shady tree and a coo] stream be- 
fore they found their venison—and 
then stayed where the staying 
It was a discouraging 
game, that venison probably 
would have spoiled before it could 
be brought out from country at all 
difficult, and ) most deer country is 
exactly that. or there wouldn't be 
any deer left'in it. 

Although returning nimrods tell 
tales that indicate there will be 
bucks a-plenty for those with the 
energy and ability to cope with the 
now educated deer in the cooler 
weather, now apparently setting in, 
the rich arcma of roasting venison 
is no stranger to tie city air despite 
the unkind reception encountered by 
the season-openers. Considering the | 
conditions, the number of deer al- 
ready reported is rather surprising. 


PATROLLING.

sioner H. I. Pritchard, in patrolling 
the Cuyama Valley. famed as a 
stronghold cf violators in the past, 
camped the first of August among 
seventeep hunters, and reported 
three bucks brought tn, two forked- 
horns, still in the velvet and as red 
as rabbits.

DEER DOWNED. 
Several deer were downed in the 


Honolulu, Suva, New Zealand  “e* end of the Santa Monica Moun- 


tains, which are in the open coun- 
try. and a number were brought in- 
to Fillmore and other Santa Clara 
Valley towns, most cf the bucks bo- 
ing killed right over the ridge. Hunt- 
ers up this way are keen and know 
the range of the game more inti- 
mately than the visitors from afar. 

Quite a few hunters commentod 
upon fishing being the better gaine 
of the two in their part of the coun 
try, as‘it was the kind of weather 
thet encourages wading eck deep 
inte the biggest pool to be found. 

In some way, a misunderstanding 
as to the opening of deer season in 
Kern county and the Western Siler- 
ras seems to have spread. There is 
no change in the laws. Announce- 
ment to this effect was made yes- 
terday by the Fish and Game Com- 
mission, The seasons on deer every- 
where are just as they were last 
year—<August 15 in District One and 
September 1 in District Four, which 
includes Los Angeles. Mcno, Inyo, 
San Bernardino, Riverside, Imperial, 
Orange and San Diego counties. 
Doves come into season at the same 
time in the south. 

The heat defeated many well-lald 
plans to rald the Kern-county grain 
fields for the great showing of doves 
fattening there. Wise hunters feared 
the soft ycung birds would spol! be- 
fore they could be brought home. 
Some who did go reported the flights 
rather upset by the heat, but the 
birds are plentiful; and this seems 
to be a géneral condition all over 
Southern California this year. Great 
sport is expected by scatter-gunners 
September 1. Birds appear well 
grown and strong already. 

Wonderful fishing is reported this 
year from Kern River about Nelson's 
or Fairview.

MARNE FRONT, Saturday,

The fact is recalled that the only 
notable violation of this internation- 
al rule of courtesy Was on the oc- 
easion of the joint expediiion against 
the Boxers in China more than a 
decade ago. Then, the Kaiser, 
though his contingent was less than 
fome of the others, rushed a field 
marshal all the way from Europe 
to China in order, through his su- 
perior rank, to be able to claim Ger- 
many'’s right to command the ex- 
pedition. No such small statesman- 
ship is expected to pve displayed on 
this occasion. 

Admiral Knight commanding the 
American naval forces on the Asiatic 
station, already is at Viadivostok on 
his flagship and is in communication 
twice each day with the Navy De- 
partment here. It was said that he 
would, of course, co-operate fully 
with the military authorities in the 
execution of their programme, using 
for this purpose the véssels of his 
fleet. Tt is not permissible to indi- 
cate just where the American troops 
are to come from, but in view of 
the known relatively small number 
of seasoned soldiers anywhere near 
Viadivostok, the principal force must 
be drawn from a distant point. 
which would seem t@ place the Initia- 
tive In a military sense upon the 
near-by Japanese forces. 

NO RESISTANCE EXPECTED. 

There will be no armed resistance 
to the landing of the international! 
soldiers at Viadivostok, as the port 
practically is dominated by the 
Japanese and British naval and 
military forces already there, though 
so far these have not interfered with 
the functions of the local authorities. 
Assurance that no trouble is to be 
expected on this account has been 
received by the Russian Embassy 
here the shape of returns from 
the resulte of the municipal elec- 
tions.

The Red Cross has been “fore- 
handed in arranging for the partici- 
pation of that organization in the 
Siberian enterprise, and already has 
arranged for the shipment to the 
Far East of quantities of supplies 
likely to be needed. This is to be 
done in addition to the usual hos- 
pital service which falls to the Red 
Cross. 

Though Acting Secretary Polk's 
statement made it appear that only 
America and Japan were in a posi- 
tion to render immediate military 
assistance in Siberia, information 
has reached Washington that, re- 
spond! to the State Department's 
appeal for aid, the British already 
have landed a battalion of troops 
at Viadivostok, while similar 
force of French troops from Ton- 
quin is due at the same port at any 
moment. 

Consolidation of the political fac- 
tions in Siberia opposed to the Soviet

OF DRAFT LAW. 


Crowder Suggests September 
5 Registration Day. 
Senate may Abandon Weekly 
Recess to Enact Bill. 
New Measure Expected to 
Raise 2,388,845 Men.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Pro- 
vost-Marshal-General Crowder to- 
day urged the immediate enactment 
of the administration's man power 
Programme which was introduced 
in both houses of Congress, and 
suggested September 6 as registra- 
tion day for the 13,000,000 men 
between the ages of 18 and 45 years 
whose names are not already on 
the nation’s selective service list. 

Unless Immediate steps are taken 
to provide additional men, Gen. 
Crowder said, the weekly registra- 
tion of men ae they attain 21 years 
of age would be necessary to fill 
the Graft quotas after September 1, 
when only 100,000 of the 1918 reg- 
istrants will be avaliable. 

Upon the introduction of the bill, 
Chairman Chamberlain announced 
that the Senate Military Commit- 
tee would meet tomorrow. He said 
he did not think hearings would be 
necessary and only three or four 
days should be required to report 
the bill. Chairman Dent of the 
House committee said since only 
three members of his committee 
are in Washington, it was doubtful 
whether the bill could be acted up- 
on before the House reconvenes on 
August 19. 

MAY ABANDON RECESSES. 

Suggestions made on t Senate 
floor by Senator Curtis of Kansas 
that the Senate abandon its pro- 
gramme of recesses and perfunctory 
sessions until August 24, if the bill 
can be favorably reported by the 
committee within a few dayva, were 
indorsed by Senator Chamberlain.

The latest French official com- 
munication, which recently has 
been extremely modest in 
chronicling gains made by the 
Allies, says that Monday saw 
only local engagements and that 
the situation on the battle front 
is without change. Correspond- 
ents with the Allied headquar- 
ters say at several points be- 
tween Sermoise, east of Sois- 
sons, and Fiames, and between 
Fismes and Muizon, the French 
and Americans have taken fur- 
ther ground across the Vesle and 
have nullified German counter- 
attacks delivered in an endeavor 
to recoup the losses. Between 
Muizon and Champigny the 
iPrussian Guard and the Ba- 
-varians again suffered casualties 
in their efforts to hold back 
their antagonists. 

The Germans are jealously 
guarding this part of the line, an 
advance through which to any 
considerable depth would com- 
pel them entirely to lose their 
hold on the territory around 
Rheims. Violent bombardments 
are in progress here. 

SOISSONS TO RHEIMS. 

Tt is not expected the Ger- 
mans will face their enemies 
south of the Aisne. The hill re- 
gion to the north of the Aisne— 
robably the old Chemin des 

mes battle front—igs consid- 
ered the more probable sector 
on which the Crown Prince 
will elect. 

Between Soissons and Rheims 
the Vesle virtually has been 
cleared of enemy troops and 
Fismes is in the hands of the 
Americans, having been carried 
by storm. 

Allied troops have not ad- 
vanced so rapidly during the 
last forty-eight hours. The 
leading units keep in close touch 
with the Germans, but it is 
probable that heavy artillery 
will have to be brought up. 

Great quantities of ammuni- 
tion and guns have been taken 
by the French, American and 
British troops south of the 
Vesle. 

While continuing their retire- 
ment toward the Aisne, the Ger- 
mans have abandoned good de- 
fensive positions in Picardy east 
of Amiens. The movements 
north and south of the Somme 
have been only local in char- 
acter, but indicate that the Ger- 
man command is aware of the 
danger of an Allied attack north 
of the present battlefield. 

British troops now hold 
Hamel and Dernancourt on the 
west bank of the Ancre. At 
Albert, where the Ancre divides 
the town, the situation is not 
clear. 

From Mesnil-St. Georges, west 
of Montdidier to Brewhes, the 
Germans are retiring across the 
Their retrograde move- 
ment already has averaged two 
miles on a seven-mile front. The 
French hold Braches, have 
penetrated into Hargicourt and 
are on the outskirts of Courte- 
marche. 

The Allies now control the 
heights west of the Ancre and 
Avre rivers. Military experts 
have called the Avre the path 
to Amiens and the enemy posi- 
tions on the west bank were 
very important if the drive for 
Amiens was to be continued. 

FRONTS MAY CHANGE. 

Possibly the greater portion 
of the battle front may shortly 
undergo material changes in 
positions. From the southeast 
of Amiens near Montdidier 
northward to the region around 
Ypres, the German front seems 
all a-tremble with expectancy. 
In addition to a retreat near 
Montdidier to the west bank of 
the Avre River, ret 
movements in the face of at- 
tacks,around Albert and an 
evacuation of territory opposite 
a front of half a mile north of 
La Canal, the Germans 
are nervously bombarding Brit- 
ish and French positions at va- 
rious points, possibly with the 
idea of ascertaining their 
strength. The Bethune, La Bas- 
see, Hazebrouck and Ypres sec- 
tors are being particularly 
chosen for the attention of the 
German artillerymen. 

Crown Prince Rupprecht of 
Bavaria, during the early stages 
of the Allied offensive on the 
Soissons-Rheims sector, de- 
tached large numbers to ald the 
German Crown Prince, there- 
by weakening his line, while 
Field Marsha! Haig's front was 
not materially touched by with- 
drawals.

RED CROSS BUSY.

All the Americans were sick cases 
and the two officers were suffering 
with pneumonia. .The Americans 
have been sent to a hospital. 

All accounts agree that it Was a 
torpedo which sank the ship. Two 
escorting British destroyers dropped 
a number of depth bombs tmme- 
diately after the attack. The ship 
was returning from France and 
had reported within a few miles of 
this port when, about 1:30, the tor- 
pedo struck.

near Fire Isiand, N. Y., July 19. 
Belief of officials that one of these 
mines caused the destruction of the 
cruiser was confirmed today by the 
report of the naval court of inquiry, 
which expressed the opinion that 
the loss of the ship “was due to an 
external explosion of a mine.”

GOV. STEPHENS 
LOSES SUPPORT. 


Executive Action in Mooney 
Case is Condemned. 


Granting of Reprieve Viewed 
as Political Move. 


Former Judge Bordwell Back 
from Tour of North. 


That Gov. Stephens is losing 
prestige through the north as a re- 
sult of his attitude in the Mooney 
case is the report of Judge Walter 
Bordwell of this city, who returned 
yesterday from ai ten-day trip 
through Sacramento Valley and 
Northern California. Judge Bord- 
well is candidate fof Republican 
nomination for Governor and in the 


course of his trip had occasion to 
meet with leaders of his party all 
over the horthern part of the State. 

“There was keen disappointment 
among Gov. Stephens’s friénds over 
his decision to reprieve Mooney un- 


til after election,” stated Judge 
Bordwell yesterday. “These who 
had hoped the Governor would 


pardon Mooney are no more pleased 
by the delay than are those who 
insist that Mooney should pay the 
extreme penalty. 

“The result is that there has been 
a marked defection from the Ste- 
phens ranks. The people generally 
do not take seriously the Governor's 
statement that he needs all the time 
from now until December 13 to %- 
amine tnto the merits of the case, 
but, rightly or not, regard his actio.1 
as a political move to avoid embar- 
rassment in his campaign for Gov- 
ernor. 

“There was no adequate reagon for 
deferring this matter, and the peo- 
ple were entitled to have it de- 
termined promptly.” 

Judge Bordwell found the political 
sitwation considerably “mixed.” 

“As far as the north ts concerned, 
ft is anybody's race for the Repub- 
Mean nomination,” he said. “The 
voters are undecided. There ts gen- 
eral sentiment especially in the 
country and inland cities? favoring 
the election of a southern man to 
be Governor. I found that I had 
many more friends up and down the 
State than I had believed, and was 
hichly pleased with the results of 
my ten days’ trip.” 

Judge Bordwell, after a confer- 
ence with his committee here today, 
leaves tomorrow upon another tour 
of Southern California. He w!l visit 
Orange, Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
Riverside, San Bernardino, Imperial 
and San Diego counties before work- 
ing back north again.

CONNOISSEUR OF RARE PDANTS

Louts J. Stengel, a nurseryman in 
Los Angeles for fifty-three years, and 
known as a connoisseur of rare and 
tropical plants, died Sunday evening 
at the Lincoln Hospital after an ill- 
ness of three weeks,

en Loa Angeles street, opposite St. 
Vibiana’s Cathedral. Many of the 
bishops at the cathedral made friends 
with him and delighted to potter 
among his flowers. 

Mr. Stengel was born in Germany 
seventy-five years ago, but when he 
was a lad of 15 he came to Amer- 
ica, making the  sixty-elght-day 
voyage in an old-fashioned sailing 
vessel, and arriving at Boston In 
time to celebrate his first Fourth of 
July in 1858. He was naturalized 
es soon as he came of age, and his 
first Presidential vote was for Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

Soon after this time he joined the 
T’nited States Cavalry and served in 
Oregon as an Indian fichter. A 
bullet wound tn his foot was a me- 
mento of those days. Then in 1866 
he was given a contract to carry the 
mall between Klamath, Or., and En- 
reka, Cal., an 104-mile route which 
he covered with a horse and a pack 
mule in twenty-four hours, armed 
always with a rifle as a protection 
against Indians. 

For thirtv years he conducted a 
nursery on North Johngen street, re- 
cently specializing in timber trees 
for forests. To one of his markets 
in Mexico he supplied many cu- 
calyptus trees. The last of his trop- 
ical plants were some Mexican sago 
palms of a species now extinct, and 
which he resolved never to sell. 

He leaves a widow, a daughter, 
Lillian, sons, Carl and Elmer, and, 
Louts. Funeral services for Mr. 
Stengel will be held tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at 2 o'clock at the chapel 
ef Paul's undertaking establish- 
ment. He will be buried at Ever- 
green Cemetery.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—With 
President and Mrs. Wilson, officials 
of the Shipping Board and Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation and thous- 
ands of shipyard workers and their 
families looking on, the Quistconck, 
a cargo-carrying vessel of 7500 
tons, went down the ways of the 
Hog Island shipyard today, mark- 
ing, in the words of Chairman Hur- 
ley of the Shipping Board, “an- 
other milestone in America’s prog- 
ress in the war against the German 
government.” 

The Quistconck, of which Mrs. 
Wilson was sponsor, was the first 
of the large cargo-carrying vessels 
to be launched at the Hog Island, 
the largest shipyard in the world. 

QUICK CHRISTENING. 

President Wilson, accompanied by 
Mrs. Wilson, arrived at the Hog 
Island shipyard at 12:30 p.m., today 
on a special train. The President 
received a tremendous ovation from 
more than 25,000 persons, 

Mrs. Wilson christened the Quist- 
eonck at 12:38 p.m. 

Mrs. Wilson, with the President 
standing at her side, christened the 
ship, as nearly 60,000 persons 
standing in the brol sun, wildly 
cheered. 


CHAMPAGNE USED. 
American-made cham © was 
used for the christening. Mrs. Wil- 
son was shown how to handle the be- 
ribboned bottle, the President laugh- 
ing merrily as she practiced the blow

Wages Increased $5.50 Weekly 
at Instance of the 
ex-President,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
In no less a person than WTl- 
liam Howard Taft, former 
President of the United States 
and now chairman with 
Frank: P. Walsh of the Na- 
tional War Board, the scrub- 
women of the country at last 
have found a champion.

In order 
to maintain the present standard of 
efficiency in. public education in this 
State, it will be necessary to expend 
mare instead of less money for edu- 
cation during the coming year. It 


will probably be necessary for most | 
local communities to increase the; 
levy for school purposes. Clearly it | 
will be impossible to adequately | 
maintain the schools with the same 
number of dollars as were applied 
to the work during last year.”

“FIX IT” STORY. 


Says He Merely Took Fee to 
Help Jailed W oman. 


“Never Saw Judge Wood in 
His Chambers,” He Says. 


Troubles Over Children Lead 
to Grand Jury Quiz. 


Guy 8. Garner, a real estate op- 
erator in the Merchants’ Trust 
Building, appeared yesterday before 
the grand jury to explain his con- 
nection with the case of Mrs. Ethel 
La Bonte, who is now in jail in de- 
fault of payment of a fine of $200 
for contempt because she refused 
to tell Superior Judge Wood where 
she had hidden her children. After-. 
wards she brought her children to 
court and they are now in the cus- 
tody of their father. 

Mrs. La Bonte made a_ signed 
Statement to Detective Green of the 
District Attorney's office saying that 
she paid $50 to an attorney with a 
view to his “fixing’’ her case before 
Judge Wood so as to permit her te 
keep her children. 

Previous to his appearance before 
the grand jury, Mr. Garner said: 

“I never heard of Mrs La Bonte 
until she came to my office at 11 
o'clock on the morning of July 19 
and said she wanted my help in 
preventing her children being taken 
out of the State by their father. I 
told her that I would help her; that 
I would get her an attorney; that 
I would see the probation officers 
and generally assist her. I sent her 
to Attorney Herbert lasi¢i, and he 
represented her at the hearing on 
July 22 and also at the hearing last 
Monday, the 29th, when Judge Wood 
fined her for contempt. I never tol4é 
Mrs. La Bonte or anyone that I 
would ‘fix’ Judge Wood or anyone 
else. I took the $50 for payment for 
my services in examining her divorce 
papers, for calling her case to the. 
attention of the probation officers, in 
an effort to adjust the matter of her 
husband taking the children out of 
the State during the month he had 
the care of them. I speak to Judge 
Wood when I see him, but I never 
saw him in chambers in my life, 
and I would not try to ‘fix’ him or 
anyone else.” 

OTHERS APPEAR. 

Besides Mr. Garner. who, incl- 
dentally, is not an attorney-at-law. 
other witnesses appeared before the 
grand jury yesterday, among them 
Judge Wood himeelf, Attorneys Her- 
bert Iasigi and Whitney Smith, and 
Mr. and Mrs. M. C. la Bonte. 

Mrs. La Bonte was questioned in 
reference to her signed statement 
made to Detective Green. Grand jury 
investigators were told yesterday by 
Mrs. La Bonte, it was disclosed 
that she was advised by three per- 
sons, whose names she furnished, 
not to answer Judge Wood's ques- 
tions relating to the name of the per- 
son having her children in charge 
She was told by these persons, she 
said, that they had perfected an ap- 
peal to the higher court which would 
require at least two years for a de- 
cision. With the children in her 
secret keeping, the court could do 
nothing until after the appeal was 
decided, she was informed. In order 
to perfect the appeal $200 was de- 
manded and paid by Mrs. La Bonte, 
she said. 

WHAT SHE SAYS. 

Mrs. La Bonte stated in the 
County Jail that a court order had 
granted her former husband, Kent, 
permission to take their children, 
Hazel and Ruth, on a visit to Nebras- 
ka, despite protestations from her 
that he threatened in the presence of 
herself and others that he would 
never return with them when once 
out of the State. 

“T have been in jail since Friday. 
and I have not seen my children, nor 
do I know where they are,” Mrs.

CABLE BREAKS AND ARMY 
BALLOON FLIES TO HILLS. 


HE army balloon school at Ar- 
cadia had its first accident yes- 
terday. That there were no 
serious results was probably due to 
the prevailing calm atmospheric 
conditions.

While there was an apparent not- 
able decrease in the revenue for cer- 
tain lines of busines, such as motion | 
picture shows, candy and confec- | 
tlonery shops, and such ag depend 
upon the patronage of the straggler | 
of the night, the sentiment among | 
the busines men most affected by 
the change was that they are willing | 
to undergo even a greater reduc-| 
tion if by so doing they may help 
the government. 

Practically every candy shop on, 
Broadway felt a slump in business. ' 
The Pig Whistle, at No. 224) 
South Broadway, usually had two or 
three men busy at the soda foun- 
tain at 8 o'clock, but last night one 
had time to spare. At Woods’ Shirt 
Wate. Shop, across the street, a win- 
dow ht blazed. but it was found 
that a window dresser was at work. 
Window dressers were among the 
prominent all along the _ street. 
Lighted clocks stood out prominent- 
ly. If the principal street lacked | 
other lights, the constant string of 
autos would have furnished a lively 
glow.

The order pro- 
hibits the use of lights in any win- 
dow for display purposes in the day- 
time on the two lightless days & 
week.

Orders were sent out yesterday tm- 
mediately upon receipt of the order 
by the Southern California Edison 
Company to its branches in nine 
Southern California counties to carry 
out the purposes of the order. The 
purpose was to make the shutting 
off of all lights in Southern Califor- 
nia uniform throughout the system. 
The counties furnished light by this 
company are Los Angeles, Santa 
Rarbara, Ventura, Orange, Riverside, 
San Bernardino and much of Kern, 
Tulare and Kings. 

The only lightless nights here will 
be Mondays and Tuesdays.

printed by The Times, from e 


Times iteelf. and placed it on the 
shoulders of the acting Red Cross 
officials, whom they declared to 
responsible for a reflection upon 
Venice. These officials are W. Y. 
Thornbury, who’ was acting chair- 
man in the absence of Robert P. 
Sherman, and lL. P. Hamilton, act- 
ing publicity director in the absence 
of i. C. Speera. Mr. Hamilton is 
sorrespondent for The Times in the 
bay district as well, although it was 
in his Red Cross capacity that he 
wrote the paragraph to which ex- 
ception was taken.

' pesolution was made by Trustee Hol- 


brook and seconded by Trustee Lutz. 
Tiustee Harrah spoke in favor of 
his tabled resolution of the previous 
week, which was for rescinding only, 
without further effort to fix blame, 
Im the discussion it was stated that 
the original resolution had been 
passed hastily, but that the Trustees 
considered it proper to defend the 
people of Venice from any reflection, 
whether from the Red Cross or else- 
where.

MANY SEEK TO 
BECOME NURSES. 


Reserve Secures Enlistments 
of Local Women. 


Five Hundred Enrolled to 
Help Win the War. 


State’s Quota of Thousand 
Candidates Assured. 


Southern California women will 
do their full share towards releas- 
nurses for service at 
the war fronts by taking on them- 
selves the nursing in army and civil- 
flan hospitals at home if the regis- 
ration for the United States Nurse 
Reserve so far is any criterion of 
results for the thirteen-day cam- 
paign. 

Up to last night, the seventh day 
of the drive, 3250 women had en- 
rolled at the State Council of De- 
fense headquarters at No. 719 South 
Hill street, and approximately 150 
women additional had registered at 
the City Council of Defense head- 
quarters in the City Hall. If the 
northern part of the State makes a 
like response the State quota of 
1000 student nurses will be attained 
with a number to spare. 

The principal requirements for 
enrolling are three —the applicant 
must have a high school education, 
be 21 years old, and white. If army 
training is desired, the applicant 
must be unmarried, or a widow. 

The majority of the women now 
enrolling desire the work in the 
army hospitals, but the government 
prefers that civilian training be 
asked fér, or else that application 
be made “unpreferred,” which 
amounts to the’ same thing. The 
women in this class of training will 
be placed in one of the nine city 
hospitals, and their chances of be- 
ing received into Red Cross work 
when they are full-fledged trained 
nurses is just as good as that of the 
women who actually work in the 
cantonment hospitals. 

Results of the enrollment in other 

rts of the State are gratifying. 

no reported ninety enroliments 
in the first two days of the cam- 
paign, and San Francisco declared 
that their headquarters had been 
swamped.

In so far as the military caste is con- 
cerned, we would have to go on hammering 
the defeated armies for a long time until 
the end came. 

But how long will the German people sub- 
mit to paying the price of a lost cause? 
How long will they submit to being fed to 
the cannon that the German military caste 
may flourish? 

It fs not only Austria and Bulgaria and 
Turkey that shudders under the ruthless 
sway of the Prussians. The Saxons, the 
Bavarians and other German peoples are as 
sullenly resentful of Prussia’s arrogance as 
the more distant allies of the Central Pow- 
ers. 

There are Many signs that the struggle ts 
subtly shifting into a contest between the 
slave drivers and the common people of 
Germany. 

This last German offensive was plainly 
a dynastic battle designed for the glorifica- 
tion of the Crown Prince. 

The first offensive in March was directed 
at Amiens with the purpose of breaking 
apart the British and French armies. 

Only a few men in the war offices of Eu- 
rope know how appallingly close they came 
to realizing their aims. 

But they failed. Foch saved Amiens. 

The offensive against Chateau Thierry 
indicated that there were two contrariwise 
influences on the German General Staff pull- 
ing-in different directions. 

The May offensive had no such broad and 
sweeping general purpose as the March of- 
fensive. It was another man's idea. It 
was undoubtedly the inspiration of the 
Crown Prince. 

The failure of the Amiens offensive had 
left the Hohenzollerns shaken and terrified. 
They already could see the end. The Cha- 
teau Thierry offensive was undertaken, as 
a local measure, to save the face Of the 
dynasty by what they hoped would be a 
flashy victory. a 

It was a military subterfuge. 

Had the offensive against Amiens ruc. 


coeded it might have ended the war or at

HING’S BRIDGE OF SHIPS.

Karly in the war, soon after he had sur- 
veyed and sized up the situation in France, 
Gen. Pershing made bis now famous re 
mark that to win the war America must 
build a bridge of ehips across the Atlantic.

The government tn a short 
space of time has beaten many of the fa- 
mous American records for business speed 
in obtaining results in the establishment 
and expansion of our ship industry. As 
Mr. Hurley said the other day, we are not 
building ships now; we are manufacturing 
them. 

Every ship launched from an American 
shipyard is another span toward the com- 
pletion of that bridge that shall finally car- 
ry American freedom into the furthermost 
parts of the earth. And the Pacific Coast, 
facts and figures show clearly, is doing a 
giant's share In the building of the bridge 
of ships. For into this bridge are going 
not only steel, but wood and concrete; and 
steel and wood and concrete ships are 
building or have already left the ways of 
many Pacific Coast yards. 

Moreover, while. the Pacific Coast is 
breaking the ship launching records of the 
world, our own Southland is breaking rec- 
ords for the Pacific Coast. 

There are now 118 fully-equipped yards 
in the United States and forty-four more 
partly equipped. The twenty-seven steel- 
ship yards that the country possessed when 
the war began have grown to seventy-two 
Bight new yards for wooden ships have 
been added, others for concrete ships. All 
the companies are spending millions for 
new ways and increased accommodations. 
By the latest count the shipbuilding yards 
of America are allotted as follows: Pacific 
Coast, 48; Atlantic Coast, 38; Gulf Coast, 
16; Great Lakes, 16. ® 

In July the United States owned a mer- 
chant marino of 10,000,000 gross tons, num- 
bering nearly 20,000 ships. And we are 
building at an everaccelerated rate of 
speed. One-half of the fiscal year’s output 
in new ships was completed in the last four, 
months.

name of the capital of North Dakota from 
Bismarck to something more in accord with 
a world made safe for democracy. Back in 
1872, when the town first appeared on the 
map as the terminus of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway, it was called Edwinton, but 
the earliest residents had in mind the idea 
of enlisting German capital in their dis- 
trict and changed the name to Bismarck. 
When the cornerstone of the Territorial 
Capitol was laid in-September, 1883, the 
Berlin government took official recognition 
and sent the German Ambassador at Wash- 
ington to be present at the ceremonies. 
Gen. Grant, Gen. Sherman and other famous 
Americans accompanied him and the: occa- 
sion was made a rather notable one. The 
Iron Chancellor was lauded in the speech- 
making of the day, and when the tidings 
reached him he wrote a letter expressing 
his great interest in the development of the 
city and in “the energy and intelligence of 
its citizens.” 

This letter was retained with pride amid 
the archives of the young city and so con- 
tinues to this day. 

But Bismarck’s growth has hardly kept 
pace with the State and it remains one of 
the very smallest of State capitals. Every 
now and then tourist parties will paint the 
railway station yellow or rear some ribald 
sign jike “To Hell with Bismarck” or other 
careless phrase. The younger element of 
the population fs eager to change the name 
of the town, but some of the old-timers or 
“leading citizens” still cling to the original 
title. They are of German birth or ances- 
try and continue an interest in the cld 
name, although they are liberal subscribers 
to the Liberty Bonds and the Red Crose— 
also the town has furnished two full com- 
panies for the war.. 


But when there is a well-defined clamor 
for the change of name small defense qan 
be made for its retention. Were it an or- 
dinary country town of German settlement 
it might stand unchallenged, but that the 
capital of one of the States of the greatest 
democracy in the world should be named 
after the arch-priest of autocracy and mili- 
tarism is preposterous. 

Citles that have their Bismarck streets, 
hotels or gardens are changing them for 
names better attuned to patriotic ears. It 
would seem impossible that Bismarck, N. 
D., should hold out against this wave of sen- 
timent. 


POST-BELLUM PUNISHMENT. 


After war boycott of Germany and of Ger 
Man trade will not depend upon govern- 
ment action. If Washington, London, Paris. 
Rome, Tokio throw down the bars utterly 
upon the signing of a treaty of peace, and 
formally forgive and forget, the Teutons 
wil! still find themselves outcasts: and the 
longer the war continues and the more unil- 
versally the men of the world find them- 
selves involved tn it, the more uncompro- 
mising and the more continuing will be the 
post-bellum punishment inflicted upon the 
peoples of the Central Empires. 

The stand taken by the British seamen 
will serve as a basis for a social and 2om- 
mercia] ostracism of the Germanic peoples: 
the utter abhorrence of the whole world 
will be the superstrocture. No one will 
care to touch or use Teutonic products. The 
genera! feeling will be the feeling of the 
Norwegian pilot who returned all the med- 
als the Kaiser had given him, because they 
had become repulsive. The world will want 
nothing to do with Germany or with things 
German. They will look upon them as lep- 
rous. This will be the real punishment of 
the Teutons.—[Detroit Free Press.

Are Responsible for the War, 
_ Says Flowers. 


Orater Thrills Long Beach 
Mass Meeting. 


Mayor Woodman Indorses 
Gov. Stephens. 


“She deliberately chose war as the 
method and her army as the means 
to carve out frcom the possessions of 
others a new empire for herself. That 
is the crime of Germany,” declared 
Montaville Flowers, oratcr and Re- 


publican candidate for Congress 
from the Ninth District, in the 


course of a nonpartisan, nonpolitical 
address, entitled “The Case Against 
Germany,” before an enthusiastic 
audience of close to 2000 persons 
in the Municipal Auditcrium at Long 
Beach last night. 

It was strictly a people's mass 


: meeting, a patriotic gathering of 


citizens that assembled in the big 
public meeting place that greeted 
the speaker's remarks with pro- 
longed cheering. It was not a po- 
litical meeting In any respect; the 
speaker not being even introduced 
as a candidate for Congress. 

Mr. Flowers deciared that to Ger- 
man propaganda or igpgorance must 
be attributed the statement that the 
German gcvernment and not the 
German people is responsible for 
this war. “The government of Ger- 
many is the product of the German 
people, just as the American gov- 
ernment is the product of the Amer- 
ican people. It could be nothing 
else,”” he said. 

Summarizing his theory of the 
German pecple, Mr. Flowers said: 
“Combine their suppression of free 
speech, free press and free schools, 
their false philosophies of kultur 
and the inscriptions of medals worn 
by German soldiers, ‘Strike him dead 
and the judgment day will ask you 
no questions,” and you need no ex- 
planation of the atrocities of this 
war.” 

Mr. Flowers delivered a stirring 
speech before the regular meeting 
of the Blue and the Gray, a Long 
Beach Civil War veteran organiza- 
tion, yesterday afternoon. Follow- 
ing the address, he was elected an 
honorary member of the organiza- 
tion. 


Woodman for Stephens. 

Mayor Woodman yesterday issued 
» formal statement to the public urg- 
ing all Southern Californians to sup- 
port Gov. Stephens. Among other 
things Mayor Woodman said: 

We do not draw divisional lines,
